- RICKSHA COOLIES’ 
CHRISTMAS. 


Shanghai Entertainment. 


The customary entertainment 
to ricksha coohes was given 
‘at Shaogbai duriog Christmas 
time, and between 600 and 700 
men passed thrcugh the doors of 
the Mission Hall, while a large 
number of others remained stand- 
ing. outside, listening intestly and 
trying to understand . what the 
speakers said. Though dressed 
in their usual working clothes, 
many with the cushions of their 
ricshas under their arms, the men, 
on the whole, looked bappy in 
comparison. 
were the best they had (in some 
cases they carried their whole 
wardrobe on their bodies) but 
they were arranged as neatly a3 
possible. 

A dozen little boys, sons of the 
coolies, led the singing, which was 
extremely good when the fact that 


she men have but little time in- 


which t; learn singing is consider- 
ed. In spite of the fact that such 
a large number were crowded Into 
the hall, that there may have 
a little restlesane33 on the part of 
a few coolies who were supposed 
to be “on. duty,” and that boys of 
10 mingled with men whose ages 
must te near the 60 mark, crder 
prevailed throughout the whole 
meeting (which, by the way, took 
about two hours and a half) and 
whispering could be heard only 
at intervals. Singing over, the 
Chinese pastor led in prayer and 
gave a little taleand was followed 
by the ccolies’ benefactor, Mr. 
George Matheson, founder and 
director of the Mission, who wel- 
comed those present to the Mis- 
sion. 


Good Behaviour. 

“We always urge ycu to keep 
the peace,” said Mr. Matheson, 
“and from the reports that we 
have received your behaviour is 
very good: you have caused no 
trouble. We believe this is part 
of the work of this Mission. The 
Missicn always warns you to keep 
out of trouble, and I always tell 
you when I hear something about 
you, whether it is good’ or bad.” 
Here Mr. Matheson “told his 
hearers of a case at the Mixed 
Court ssme days ago when a cootie 
was seat to prigonfor three weeks 
for giving trouble to a foreign 
lady. 

“This is the first time that.a 
foreign lady has taken a ricsha 
coolis to the Mixed Court,” he said. 
“fam sure that if be had attended 
cur Mission this would net have 
happened. 1 shall try to arrange 
with the Municipal Council to 
have our pastor call on this coolie 
in prison with a Christmas parcel. 
We will try to help him. I am 
sure he, will naver do it again, 
aren't you?” dsked Mr, Matheson. 
The coclies replied “No,” one say- 
ing that he was sure the coolie in 
question had never been to the 
Missidn, for if he had he would 
never have acted as he did. It 
was very kind of the Mission to 
send him @ Christmas parcel ‘to 
cheer him'up, -

CHINA’S PREMIER. | 


Speech at Reception. 


Peking,.Jan. 8. 

503 members attended Mr. Chang 
Shou-tseng’s reception yesterday 
afternoon, at which were..several 
tnerabers of the Cabinet. Mr. Chang 
in a,speech, expressed apprecia- 
tion of Parliament’s appreval of 
his Premiership, not only on his 
own account but also as it was 
essential a Cabinet should be 
‘formed as soon as possible. -He 
trusted Parliament weuld show the, 
game consideration for his collea+ 
gues, enabling the Cabinct to 
lunction at an early date. 

Reunification was one of the 
riost important questions with 
which the Cabinet weuld have to 
deal, as it must be based on the 
constitution. He trusted Parlia- 
ment would complete the constita- 
tion as quickly as’ possible, 

Mr. Chang then introduced the 
members of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Alfred Sze said he bad been 
selected as head of the Chinese 
delegation cf Washington as it 
seemed probable that renawal or 
otherwise of the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance would dapend upon the 
Washington discussions. He re- 
turned muchcut of toach withlocal 
affairs and trusted Parliament 
weuld give him advice where 
needed. He thought it most neces- 
sary that China should maintain 
the position recently gained among 
nations. That rested in the hands 
of China herself, but he would 
do his best thereanent. 

Mn Kao Ling-wet merely welcom- 
ed the members of Parliament. 

Mr. Yi Ken-yuan promised 
earnestly ta encourage the develop- 
inent of industries and thus im- 
prove the conditions of the masses. 

Responding cn behalf of Parlia- 
a Mr. Mah Sing said he hoped 

Mr. Chang Shou-tseng would soon 
complete the Cabinet and the latter 
render valuable services to the 
country. 

The’ reception terminated with 
the toast. “Our Country.” ‘The 
reeeptizn was cordial throughout. 
Cabinet members are gratified at 
the attitade of the members of 
Parliament.—Rewter.

HARD TIMES. 


A question which is*at present 
agitating the minds of economists 
is whether or no’ there’ is some 
way in which industrial con- 
ditions can ba stabilised and 
times made rassorably prosper- 
ous continuously, instead of hard 
times acd prosperity following 
each other like the spokes of a 
revolving wheel. It would almost 
seom as if, in the sphere of in- 
dustry, life is either a feast ora 
famine; there appears to ba no 
halfway point, over any exiocded 
pericd. It has“ recently been 
computed that in the last. sixty 
years, two out of every five years 
have been periods of serious 
business depression. Here we 
bave the basic problem of econ- 
omics, from which sprout nearly 
all the other serious problems of 
the whole world, 


Business experts declare that 
business runs in cycles—up and 
down, like waves.. Prices rise to 
acertaio high poiot, thea topple 
and slump far below normal, 
then up, again down, and 80 
on, generation after generation. 
Business failures, industrial ac- 
tivity and ell other branches of 
ourcommon system of “earning 
aliving” rise snd fallin similar 
cycles ay waver. The economists 
point? out that all this is following 
a natural law of cycles—that 
depression follows prosperity just 
as winter follows summer. 


The industrial system, however,|: 


which we have permitted to en- 
slave us, is nota natura! system, 
speaking in a broad sense. It is 
a system oeatirely created by 
man. And, .therefore, it sbould 
ba entirely responsive to men, 
absolutely under his control. 
Certain natural elements craap 
in, auch ag crop “failures or 
abnormally large crops. But 
surely these should not disrupt 
our whole economic mechinery, 


Over-froduction is often blam- 
ed for the panics that periodically 
occur, but the question arises 
whetber, in .the last analysis, 
over-production is a possibility— 
ihe real trouble maybe that our 
syatems of distribution break 
down. Many suggestions have 
been made for the elimination of 
herd times, such as gigantic un- 
dertakings by the State, stabilisa- 
tion of currency, and periodical
